It’s her way of honouring the 
memory of her daughter Vita Nalli, 
and granddaughter Stephanie, who 
were killed in a tragic collision - and 
of saying thank you to the Hospital, 
for their work on cochlear implants. 


Mary knows the implants aren’t 
a “cure” for deafness - but she also 
knows that when Stephanie received 
an implant, it was like a “gift of 
hearing” for a child born profoundly 
deaf. 

The cochlear implant is an 
electronic device that sends 
electronic impulses to the brain, that 
can be interpreted as sound - as long 


as the auditory nerve is intact. 

Over the past 11 years, the Hospital 
has developed and refined the 
procedure. Implants have gone 
from relatively large, crude devices, 
implanted through a major surgical 
procedure, to smaller, lighter, more 
complex implants that require only 
“minor surgery.” The Hospital for

Big savings on garbage contract 


County of Simcoe Council has 
approved a new waste collection 
contract with BFI Canada Inc., 
the 3rd largest solid waste 
management company in North 
America. 

The contract to provide garbage, 
organics and recycling collection 
services to approximately 
137,000 locations in the County 
is valued at $10.6 million per 
year - representing a “significant”

The bid from BFI included the 
introduction of a new fleet of 
trucks fuelled by Compressed 
Natural Gas, which produces

York Regional Police Services to 
provide information on the cost 
of extending policing services 
to South Simcoe. Barrie Police 
declined to be part of the process; 
York Regional Police first asked 
for an extension of the original 
30 day response deadline, to 
consider the request - and then 
on April 25, turned it down at 
a meeting of the York Regional 
Police Services Board. 

The feeling was that, with a 
police service of 1,495 officers, 
542 civilians, a $274 million 
budget, and a burgeoning, 
diverse population that is 
expected to reach 1.5 million 
people by 2031, this was not 
the time to expand beyond the 
borders of York Region.

Eliminating the deficit keeps taxes down 


Our Conservative Government is tak¬ 
ing action now to balance the budget 
by 2015. We made this commitment 
in the last election, and we intend to 

During the last election campaign, 

I spent much of my time listening to 
you, and hearing what you wanted as 
the government’s focus. You told me 
that your top priority is the economy 
and job creation; you said that a bal¬ 
anced budget is the way to a strong 
economy. This has been the focus of 
our government both before and since 
the election. 

On March 29, our Conservative gov¬ 
ernment tables our budget-Economic 
Action Plan 2012, our plan for jobs, 
growth and long-term prosperity. 

Since the worst of the global eco¬ 
nomic crisis, nearly 700,000 jobs have 
been created in Canada. Part of the 
reason Canada has done better than 
other countries during the global re¬ 
cession has been our strong fiscal po¬ 
sition - our debt and deficit was lower 
than all other major (G-7) economies.

In our community we are all familiar 
with what needs to be done when our 
finances are challenged. We trim back 
a bit on non-essential spending, and 
we find ways to get better value for 
our money. That is exactly what our 
federal government is doing now. 

It is not believable to suggest, as the 
opposition Liberals and NDP do, that 
there is no room for savings. You know 
that an organization as large as the 
federal government must always work 
hard to become more efficient. We do 
not agree that higher taxes and bigger 
governments are the answer. 

Our government will move forward 
to balance the budget in 2015. We will 
continue to respect taxpayers dol¬ 
lars that we receive and will continue 
to find ways to reduce waste and be 
more efficient with your money.

A University Solution 

New businesses continue to open their doors at the west 
end of Bradford - while others close in the older areas of 
Town. Business woman Mikki Nanowski has a suggestion, 
to revitalize Old Bradford: Attract a university campus to the 
downtown core 

The students will provide a new clientele for merchants and 
attract new businesses, and “art exhibitions, music concerts 
and academic conferences... would boost tourism activity,” 
Nanowski said, addressing the Downtown Revitaiizauon 
Committee on April 4. “The university becomes the advocate 
for the Town, and defines its identity." 

Students would use services already here - the Library, the 
new Leisure Centre - and increase the viability of transit. 

A university would provide local opportunities for post¬ 
secondary education, and add to the "intellectual capital" of 
the community, including new jobs. 

“In this era, university campuses are seen as one solution to 
decaying downtowns,” Nanowski said - citing the University 
of Windsor’s plans to relocate the School of Social Work to 
downtown Windsor, Brock University's construction of an 
academic centre in downtown St. Catherines, the new Grant 
MacEwan University opening in downtown Edmonton. 

She quoted Dr. Leo Groarke, Vice President of the 
University of Windsor, that downtown campuses are “a tiny 
island [of renewal] in the middle of urban decay... From a 
teaching, learning and research point of view, universities 
need to be where the issues are." 

It’s something Bradford should consider, she suggested. 

Council has approved several recommendations of the 
Downtown Revitalization Committee, including issuing a 
Request for Proposals for a multi-year plan for new banners, 
and spending $15,000 on street furniture and new planters 
for the downtown core of Bradford. 

Councillors also endorsed the recommendation to 
demolish 31 Barrie St., the former offices of the Engineering 
Dept., now vacant, and use the space for parking. At the 
April 10 Facilities committee. Councillors voted to tender 
for the demolition of the building, and look into creating 
a 20 space parking lot with perimeter landscaping and 
gardens, similar to the the Courthouse lot. The project 
would also improve Allen Lane.

A Grand Old Building, Part 5

Our Bradford Elders old-timer 
hockey team produced two great 
memories for me, at the Bradford 
& District Memorial Community 
Centre. Our team was chosen to 
play an Exhibition game against a 
touring Swedish hockey team. The 
arena was packed to the rafters. I 
was lucky to score a goal, and the 
local newspaper had a photo of me 
scoring in the next week’s edition. 

The other great memory was a 
fundraiser for minor hockey: the 
Bradford Elders played the NHL 
Oldtimers. 

When I arrived at the arena, I 
checked the NHL line-up. Wow, 
were we in for trouble! I was hoping 
to see my cousin Ron Ellis in the 
line-up, but no Ron Ellis in print. 
But wait - out on the ice comes Ron. 


He had just retired from the Toronto 
Maple Leafs. 

Ron was my check - but then the 
game started, and that was the last 
time I saw him. He was such a great 
fast skater, he left me in the dust. 
(Years later, I was asked by Ron's 
dad Randy Ellis if I would like to 
play for the Ellis Family Oldtimers 
Hockey Team. By saying yes, I was 
able to play with Ron Ellis as his Left 
winger; more great memories!) 

Bobby Baun was playing defence 
on my side of the ice. I carried the 
puck to their Blue Line, only to 
be flattened by Baun. Hey, wait a 
minute, I thought - this is supposed 
to be No Contact! My stick was in 
2 pieces, so back to die bench for a 
second stick. 

Fans loved the hit. 

Later in the period, it was a replay. 


Baun flattened me at the Blue Line 
and my stick broke again. The fans 
loved it, but when I got back to the 
bench, our guys were laughing their 
heads off. No more sticks. 

I asked team-mate John McKnight 
if I could borrow one of his. He 
agreed, on one condition: Stay the 
hell away from Bobby Baun! 

I did. My body couldn’t stand 
another crushing hit. 

Upstairs after the game, players 
and fans got to meet the NHL 
Oldtimers. Eddie Shack was very 
popular with the kids. 

The Bradford Elders always 
donated money from their 
tournaments to improve the 
Bradford arena - buying chairs, 
tables and the glass upstairs, for the 
auditorium windows overlooking 
the ice. 


Countdown to the Bond Head 175 Festival 


The Hamlet of Bond Head has 
been home to a number of famous 
people - including Sir William Osier 
(1849-1919), “The Father of Modern 
Medicine.” 

Osier received international 
recognition for 
his revolutionary 
and progressive 
approach to 
medical education 
and the practice 
of medicine. 

He created the 
first residency 
program for 
specialists, and 
was the first to 
bring medical 

students out of the lecture hall for 
bedside clinical training. He was a 
pathologist, physician, educator, 
historian, author and bibliophile, 
and a renowned practical joker. 

Sir William’s father, Featherstone 
Osier, was an Anglican minister 
serving Bond Head and Tecumseth 
Twp. - and it was William’s early goal 
to follow his father into the ministry. 
However, while enrolled at Trinity 



College in Toronto, in 1867, he 
found his interest lay in medicine. 
Osier enrolled in the Toronto School 
of Medicine, and subsequently 
attended McGill, receiving his 
medical degree in 1872. 

In 1884, Osier 
was appointed 
Chair of Clinical 
Medicine at the 
University of 
Pennsylvania. 

In 1889, he 
became the 
first Physician- 
in-Chiefat 
the new Johns 
Hopkins Hospital 
in Baltimore, 
Maryland - and in 1893, helped 
establish the Johns Hopkins 
University School of Medicine. In 
1905, he was appointed Regius 
Chair of Medicine at Oxford, a 
position he held until his death. 

The father of modem medical 
diagnosis, his best-known quote is, 
"Listen to your patient. He is telling 
you the diagnosis.”

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Protecting municipal drinking water sources 


The Drinking Water Source 
Protection committee has spent the 
last 2 years assessing and mapping 

intakes, infiltration zones, aquifer 
recharge areas, and identifying 
potential risks to municipal water 
supplies. 

Now a draft Source Protection Plan 
is being proposed for South Georgian 
Bay-Lake Simcoe - and homeowners 
and businesses are being invited to 

The Source Protection Committee 
held a series of four Open Houses in 
April, to explain the new proposals, 
which will require those within 
identified zones to assess risks and 
develop risk management plans for 
“hazards” that include home heating 
oil and fuel storage, waste disposal, 
septic systems, use of solvents and 
“DNAPLs” - dense non-aqueous 
phase liquids, a group of chemicals 
which pose a particularly long-lived 
threat to drinking water. 

The Plan also looks at newmunicipal 
planning tools and restrictions, and 
importandy for the public, “incentive 
programs, education and outreach,” 
said Mike Walters, Lake Simcoe 
Region Conservation Authority 
representative at the Open House in 
Barrie, on April 21. 

Incentives include Stewardship 
grants of up to 80% of the cost to 
replace failing septic systems. As 
for education, “It’s really about 
managing what they do now,” 

Walters said - such as curbing the use 
of road salt in the vicinity of water 
and well intakes. 

Residents have until May 25 to file 
their comments, before the policy is 


voice their support for a sustainable 
source of funding for the incentive 
programs. “We know we have funding 
right now,” he said, but “times are 
tough” - and there are no guarantees. 

Innisfil Councillor Lynn Dollin, 
chair of the Source Protection 
Committee, was at the Open House 
- and warned that the burden of 
implementation is going to fall most 
heavily on municipalities, and on 
water and wastewater ratepayers. 

She also underlined the need for 
sustainable funding. 

The committee has met with 
Environment Minister lim Bradley. 
“Our big message was, in order to 
get compliance we have to provide 
continuous, uninterrupted funding,” 

Dollin said, but admitted that the 
Minister's response was to point 
out that 13 cents out of every dollar 
currently goes to servicing the 
provincial debt. 

“I think he thinks municipalities 
shouldbepayingforimplementation,” 
Dollin said, although there did 
seem to be support for continuing 
the Stewardship funding. And, she 
pointed out, the province has funded 
the process so far, to the tune of $185 
million - a substantial investment. 

Dollin also suggested that the 
Drinking Water Source Protection 
Plan, by focussing only on municipal 
water supply, just doesn’t go far 
enough. 

“We have blinkers on," she said. 
There has been no consideration 
of risks to private wells, environ- 
mentally-sensitive lands, or the 
rural schools, nursing homes and 
retirement facilities such as Sandy 
Cove Acres in Innisfil - “our most 
vulnerable populations” - that are on 
private water well systems.

Absolutely No Swimming! 



“No Swimming" signs will be going up at all Town of BWG stormwater 
management ponds this year - although Director of Engineering Debbie 
Korolnek finds it hard to believe that anyone would be tempted to take a dip 
in the shallow water. “It's runoff from our roads, so it's got grit and salt and 
oil and all kinds of nasty stuff,” she says, noting that the stormwater ponds 
are designed to “take surface drainage, and they direct it to a settling pond," 
keeping pollutants from entering streams and natural waterways. 

The ponds are meant to provide pollution control and stormwater 
management, to reduce the risk of flooding. “They're really not meant for any 
recreational sport,” Korolnek says. 

The Town is working on a Stormwater Management Master Plan, and in future 
may have to monitor pollution levels in the ponds, as the Province envisions 
a greater role for Stormwater Management in reducing the amount of 
phosphorus entering the Lake Simcoe watershed. 


“We've identified those gaps. We have to get 
them included in the next round,” Dollin said - 
“but you have to walk before you run. You have 
to start somewhere.” 

She noted that the information gathered 
has already had an impact on 'Best Practices' 
in some municipalities. Rama First Nations 
has cut its road salt use “by a significant 
amount” - and the map of Barrie, showing the 


proximity of Hwy. 400 to 2 key municipal wells, 
is being used to inform first responders of the 
importance of containing spills on the highway.

It was Anna Marie Jarvis who is 
credited with launching Mother’s 
Day, initially in memory of her own 
mother, Anna Marie Reeves Jarvis - a 
Sunday School teacher and activist, 
who founded Mother’s DayWork 
Clubs to address issues of sanitation 
and health, and to nurse the 
wounded during the Civil War. 

When Anna Marie Reeves Jarvis 
died in 1905, her daughter called 
for a day dedicated to honouring 
mothers, and in 1907, handed out 
carnations - Reeves Jarvis’ favourite 
flowers - at a church service in her 
home town of Grafton, West Virginia. 


By 1911, "Mother’s Day” was being 
observed in numerous states, and 
in 1914, President Woodrow Wilson 
designated the 2nd Sunday in May as 
Mother’s Day. 

In fact, the roots of Mother’s Day go 
back well before the 20th Century. 

In England, Mothering Sunday was 
traditionally the 4th Sunday in Lent, a 
day honouring all mothers. Servants 
were permitted to return home, 
bringing their mothers gifts of fruit 
cake and other treats. 

And in 1870, Julia Ward Howe, 
author of the Battle Hymn of the 
Republic, proposed June 2nd as 
Mother’s Day, suggesting it should be 
a day devoted to peace. 

By the 1920s, however, Anna Jarvis 
had become disenchanted with the 
Day she had created. She complained 
that it was too commercialized, that 
too many children simply sent Mom 
a card - or brought her chocolates, 
and then ate most of them, 
themselves. 

She was never able to stop the day 
she had begun - commercial or not, 
people welcomed an opportunity to 
say Thank you to Mom.
